Because Private Chu is a 
mild and retiring man, he is 
nevcf likely to tell just how 
he captured General K^jn of 
the North Korean Army. Never- 
theless, die story Is rather 
in teres ting-especially as it 
shows that not all the Chinese 
enjoyed being dra gged from 
their homes and made to* "vol- 
unteer" for service against 
the U.N. forces! 

Private Chu, originally just 
Farmer Chu, was first ap- 
proached by the Red leaders 
in his home province when the 
question of "volunteers" to 
fight against the Americans 
was raised. They approached 
him because he was hard-work- 
ing, industrious, thrifty -and 
therefore di$ not have those 
qualities that are so endearing 
to the Communist leaders. Be- 
sides, Chu had been heard to 
say to a friend (who repeated 
it to a neighbor, who told,,.) 
that the Americans had once 
been good to his uncle years 
ago when a missionary had 
helped him to recover from 
sickness, Chu had heard some 
things the Voice of America 
had said, and he didn't see 
anything wrong. Not that Chu 
ov--*ed a radio, oh no. He was 
just a poor farmer with a small 
patch of land and a little 
house. But he had a friend who 
knew a storekeeper in town 
and this merchant had a radio 
and so Chu knew* That is how 
freedom's underground works- 
one man tells another. 

Anyway, Chu was taken out 
of his field and away from his 
wife and told that he was vol- 



unteering to fight the dreadful 
Americans in Korea. Being a 
wise man, Chu didn't protest 
too much, not after he had 
seen what happened to other 
"volunteers" who objected 
too loudly. 

So he had been given a 
padded quilt uniform and a 
rifle and a pack and had 
learned to drill. Then he had 
been marched through Peking 
behind a band and flags and 
then shipped off to the cold 
and war-swept mountains of 
Northern Korea.

planes, and Private Chu sat 
with his rifle in his hand and 
his eye on the bushes around 
them looking for ambushing 



natives. 

They were close to the front 

lines at the time of which I

write. There was a heavy 
American attack on, and Gen- 
eral Kum had the jeep's engine 
running for a quick getaway. 
Now, it was long past supper- 
time and Private Chu was very 
hungry. He had a small packet 
of rice as his rations, but he 
had his orders not to leave 
the car and not to make a fire 
to cook his rice. But Private 
Chu was ingenious and he 
knew where there was a supply 
of boiling water at hand for 
his rice. 

When the American attack 
came and a squad of the 24th 
Infantry came through the little 
valley where the Red head- 
quarters had been, they were 
surprised to find General Kum 
and his chauffeur standing fu- 
tile ly by the side of their 
stalled jeep arguing. They cap- 
tured them easily and woke up 
Private Chu who was asleep 
in the front seat of the car, 
sleeping the sleep of those 
who had done a good job. 

The jeepwasn't of much use 
to the U.N. forces, either, 
until mechanics had cleaned it 
out. For, you see, Private Chu 
had simply dumped his rice in- 
to the radiator of the jeep and 
boiled it there-h ope les s ly 
clogging the engine, the white, 
gummy stuff boiling oyer onto 
the cylinders and spark plugs. 

Private Chu is now waiting 
in a U.N. camp, peacefully 
chewing hxs rice and wonder- 
ing when he is going to be 
able to go home again.

No one can fail to notice 

le revival everywhere of the 
old Confederate battle flag 
and of the Civil War military 
cap, both in Union Blue and 
Confederate Grey. It may be of 
interest to speculate a bit on 

is matter of uniform colors. 
We, today, are facing a world 
when? almost every existing 
army is wearing khaki or some 
shade of it. Khaki is simply 
dirt-colored cloth. The idea 
being, of course, that men 
wearing clothing the shade of 
dry dirt cannot be easily seen 
if they hug the ground or move 
against such a background. 

The U.S. has been rather 
ortunate in its military history 
n not having to face an enemy 
dressed in the same color of 
uniform and with the same cut 
of equipment. One could well 
imagine the confusion that 
would have occurred had the 
Germany Army in 1917 and in 
1943 worn uniforms exactly the 
same as our own. But the 
trend towards all the world's 
armies looking alike is becom- 
ing very strong. At this time, 
both our Western friends and 
our Iron Curtain contenders 
are wearing khaki. The French 
army abandoned i|s distinctive 
blue in 1936, and the German 
Army field- grey is seen no 
more. The Chinese and the 

, • ■ ■ 

":ans alike are wearing 
aki. There are still small 
ifferences in he lmet shape 
pand other equipment, but these 
ay dot prove quite sufficient 
in the heat of combat. 

The past has seen this uni- 
business become quite

complex. It was the custom 
back in the days of the Revo* 
lutionary War and Napoleon for 
each regiment to wear a differ- 
ent uniform! Naturally, die 
confusion this made in battle 
often resulted in friend killing 
friend— strictly in error! "The 
British, in 1776, did generally 
stick to red coats, but their 
Hessian allies wore blue coats 
similar to some of Washing- 
ton's men. Other American 
forces wore various colors: 
Vermont militia wore green, 
Pennsylvania wore brown 
coats, and certain men, such 
as drummers in some American 
regiments, even wore red 



coats similar to the British! 







■-■ 



We are accustomed to 
of the Blue and the Grey when 
we speak of die Great Civil 

War of 1861-1865. This is be- 
cause the official standard for 
regulars was a dark blue for 
the North and a dark grey for 
the South. But in actual prac- 
tice this was by no means die 
case. For the tradition of hav- 
ing different uniforms for dif- 
ferent regiments had not yet 
quite died out by 1861. 

It is possible to imagine 



that battles have taken place 
early in the war where the 
blue was worn by the South 
and the grey by the North! For 
there were certain regiments 
in both armies who Went into 
battle that first year* in their 
traditional official regimental 
uniforms. V 

The famous Seventh New 
York Regiment of that state's 
National Guard fs traditionally 
known as the Knickerbocker 
Greys. Their uniform has al- 
ways been grey since the War 
of 1812. When they marched 
off to war in 1861, they went 
into conflict wearing grey 
coats, white pants, and grey 
caps exactly like those we 
ascribe to the Confederates! 
Who knows how many of these 
brave men were shot by their 
own side in mistake! 

And on the other side of the 
battlefield we may have round 
the First Virginia Regiment, 
known better as the Richmond 
Blues. This famous old battal- 
ion has worn blue since the 
days of Washington. They, too, 
entered battle under the rebel 
Stars and Bars dressed in blue 
jackets indistinguishable from 
the U.S. Army. And there were 
others in the Southern forces 
wearing blue, such as the 
Edisto Guard of South Caro- 
lina, and other South Carolina 
regiments. 

' It is possible, therefore, 
that at some time in the Civil 
War the Blue and the Grey may 
have met and fought, but under 
flags exactly the reverse of 
those with which we always 
associate these colors!
